Little tin cans, decorated like May baskets, will be 
placed strategically in every campus class room next Wed- 
nesday and Thursday. Students will be asked to drop 
coins into them, for next week marks the date of the 
Phi Theta Kappa May Day Loan drive. 


Annually for ten years now the 


campus honor society has spon- 
sored a drive at junior college 
for a fund to aid deserving stu- 
dents to further their education. 
Prior to 1930 the drive was con- 
ducted by Phi Beta Kappa.

Last year 
the Spinsters gave $50 to the 
fund; Las Gitanas and Moavs each 
contributed $15.

SPEND 8 DAYS BEFORE MIRROR 


From today until Jan. 1, 


1941, each college co-ed will 


spend a total of eight days looking at herself in a mirror. 
This is according to estimates made by a representative 
campus committee here composed of Freddie Shannon, 
Rhoda Timmons, and Marion Timmons. 


After much ado, this three-some 
came to the conclusion that the 
average college Miss spends ap- 
proximately 40 minutes every day 
wooing the approval of the re- 
flector—15 minutes in the morn- 
ing before classes, 10 minutes dur- 
ing the day to aid the process of 
retouching the original camouflage, 
(any instructor will say this is 
too conservative) and 15 minutes 
in the evening in special prepar- 
ation for the boy friend.
